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A Workable 


One of the problems of an affluent society is 
what to do with worn-out goods. 
Therefore, when someone comes along with 
what seems like a partial solution, it is worth 
a good look. 
Norman R. Braden of the tire recycling 
-center at the University of Wisconsin thinks 
he has the solution to one part of the problem. 
HE BELIEVES THAT all the old tires in 
the United States and the new ones discarded 
each year can be used in the asphalt mix for 
roads or burned as fuel in power plants. 
Considering the fact that America already 
has on hand some 2 billion old tires and ac­ 
cumulates about 200 million more every year, 
Mr. Braden’s proposal could be highly 
significant. 
Of course, the tires have to go through a 
process before they can be utilized as fuel or 
an asphalt ingredient. 
Mr. Braden says the best way to deal with 
the problem is to supercool the tires to minus 
80 degrees F. Then move the brittle tires 
through a hammer mill to pulverize them. 
Tests in industrial furnaces have proved the 
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Recycling Plan ? 


tire particles, when mixed with coal, make an 
excellent fuel and burn without the oily, sooty 
smoke normally produced by burning rubber. 
The Arizona Highway Department has 
surfaced many miles of roads with rubberized 
asphalt and has found that it is more flexible 
than normal pavement and doesn’t heave and 
crack as much. 


SO WHERE’S the catch to this promising 
plan? 
Well there is one — getting the old tires 
from the junkyards to the processing plants. 
The cost of transporting the tires makes it 
impractical ip many cases to go ahead with 
the recycling process. 
But when Arizona reports it can lay a street 
one block long with regular asphalt for $24,500 
compared to $2,400 for a mixture of rubber 
and asphalt, then the idea of recycling tires is 
worth spending some time on to work out the 
bugs. 
We believe the removal of tires from the 
nation’s solid waste disposal problem is worth 
getting right on. 


An Idea Whose Time Has Come

WASHINGTON - More 
than 65 years ago, President 
Theodore Roosevelt sent a 
message to the Congress. He 
was concerned about the high

ish,” said” the

Rider, ‘‘if Congress provided 


an appropriation tor the 
proper and legitimate ex­ 
penses of each of the great 
national parties ...” 
Roosevelt’s idea, in brief, 
was for the public financing 
of federal elections. It is an 
idea, I submit, whose time 
has just about come. 
THIS REPRESENTS 
a 
change of position on my 
part, and on the part of other 
conservatives who have ob­ 
jected to federal financing in 
the past. We have felt that 
any such program would be 
unwise in terms of fiscal 
policy, and we have argued 
that corrolary regulations, 
limiting private contributions 
and otherwise regulating the 


conduct of political 
cam- 
e 
igns, would infringe upon 
st amendment freedoms. 
These are serious objec­ 
tions, and I reluctantly put 
them aside. What we are 
talking about is a complex 
system of appropriating pub­ 
lic funds to be spent by pri­ 
vate hands—by political par­ 
ties and by individual candi­ 
dates. Such a prospect re­ 
quires, at a minimum, a net­ 
work of tight controls, super­ 
vised by a massive bureauc­ 
racy. A workable plan would 
have to cover both primary 
and general elections; it 
would have to give account to 
third parties and to possibly 
frivolous candidates; and it 


might create new evils, by re­ 
viving bossism and entrench­ 
ing office holders, as objec­ 
tionable as the old evils it is 
intended to dispel. 
YET IT SEEMS TO me, on 
balance, that drastic meas­ 
ures are needed if we are to 
remove the curse of money 
that now corrupts our po­ 
litical process. If we do not 
learn at least (his lesson from 
Watergate, we are doomed to 
repeat that wretched course 
of instruction. By fixing tight 
limitations on individual con­ 
tributions, the Senate early 
this week moved in the right 
direction; yet a great deal re­ 
mains to be done.

Skyjacking Can Be Prevented

Beirut, 
Lebanon, 
last 
week 
threatened more operations against “im­ 
perialism in its stronghold” by the Sons of 
Occupied Territory. 
This is the group which hijacked a Japan 
Air Lines plane and blew it up in Libya. 
The group had not been heard of before the 
skyjacking and all other Palestinian guerrilla 
¿roups disavowed the terrorists. 
NEVERTHELESS. THE 
group now is 
functional, as demonstrated by the four-day 
ordeal with the hijacked plane, and can be 
added to the list of those organizations 
dedicated to using violence and terror to 
achieve political ends. 
A corresponding dedication on the part of 
¿hose opposed to terrorist tactics is required if 
the guerrillas are to be thwarted. 
Even though there is ample evidence that 
strict search procedures are an effective 
deterrent to hijackings, some airlines and 
governments refuse to use this method of 
protecting innocent lives and property. 
Airport officials in both Paris and Am­ 


sterdam havd admitted they did not conduct 
complete searches of passengers on the 
skyjacked Japan Air Lines jumbo jet. 
Search procedures admittedly are both 
costly and inconvenient, but they are ef­ 
fective. 
American airports instituted strict search 
programs following 32 skyjacking attempts 
(16 successful) in 1972. Through June of this 
year, only one skyjacking attempt has been 
made and it was unsuccessful. 
A U. N. COMMITTEE has under study the 
problem of international terrorism and how to 
combat it. However, we don’t have much 
confidence in the U. N.’s ability to develop a 
sound program when the organization would 
not even approve a resolution condemning 
terrorism a few months ago. 
If this avenue of terrorism is to be blocked 
effectively, all countries must adopt stringent 
security precautions. And travelers would do 
well to check out safety procedures of an 
airline before making a reservation. 
Skyjackings are not inevitable. Most can be 
prevented if the will to do so is present.

No, 
he’s not the thin guy with the 
teush hair ... That’s Halde- 
man. Ehrlichman is the 
plump fellow with the big jaw 
who nods his head all the time 
whether you’re asking him a 
question or not ... That’s 
right, the baldish guy with the 
silly grin on his face ... Well, 
J. Edgar, he said President 
Nixon should have dismissed 
you early in his term because 


you couldn’t do your job. 
“ I swear it, J. Edgar. I’ll 
bring the record if you want 
to read it. Can you imagine 
som eone from the White 
House saying that about you 
after what Nixon said at your 
funeral, that you were one of 
the greatest Americans of all 
time? 
“ I know you’re asking why 
they would do such a thing, 
and I’ll tell you why. 
“They’re beating a dead 
horse, if you’ll excuse the ex­ 
pression, to justify setting up 
their

operation with G. Gordon 
Liddy and Howard Hunt ... 
Yeah, that’s the one ... the 
one you wouldn’t approve of 
because it involved breaking 
and entering, forgery, arson 
and God knows what else in 
the name of national security.

Ehrlich­ 
man said about you would 
make your hair stand on end. 
He testified you ‘papered the 
files’ and dragged your feet, 
and that your loyalty to your 
friends had priority over your 
loyalty to the country. 
“ I want to tell you that 
millions of patriotic, God­ 
fearing 
A m ericans w ere 
shocked beyond belief when 
they heard those lies pouring 
out of his lips. Those of us who 
were brought up on your 
books and Reader’s Digest 
and the television show, the 
FBI, couldn’t believe anyone 
would accuse you of being 
soft on Daniel Ellsberg. 
“TTiere isn’t a gangster, 
Nazi or Commie in this coun­ 
try who could say you were 
soft on anybody ... I’d like to

“I know that statement is 
going to make you roll over in 
your grave. But I figured 
someone had to tell you 
what’s been going on, since 
they put you out here. 
“ BUT DON’T WORRY, 
sir. Ehrlichman won’t get 
away with it. The American 
Legion, the Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars, the Daughters of 
the American Revolution and 
just plain old 100 per cent 
Americans like myself are 
going to see that your reputa­ 
tion as the greatest crime 
fighter of all time is pro­ 
tected. No arrogant White 
House flunky is going to drag 
your name in the mud. 
"When your successor, L. 
Patrick Gray, was fighting 
for confirmation cm The Hill, 
Ehrlichman said he was just 
going to let Gray hang there 
and twist slowly, slowly in the 
wind. Well, that’s exactly 
what we plan to do with Ehr­ 
lichman. We’re going to let 
him hang there and twist, 
slowly, slowly in the wind. 
“I thought you’d like that, 
J. Edgar... Well, I have to be 
going now, but I’ll come back 
and see you again ... Have a 
nice day.”

Forty-three years after he 
began 
his nightly 
news 
salutation to the nation — 
“Good evening, everybody” 
the legendary Lowell 
Thomas is still at the mike. 
From 
Rhodesia or from 
Rawalpindi the impeccable, 
indefatigable adventurer- 
jo u rn alist seem s ever as 
permanent as his datelines. 
Not that, really, he is still 
“ A m e r ic a ’s 
fo re m o s t 
new scaster.” At 81, and still 
almost exclusively a radio 
man, Thomas’ effectiveness 
has been eclipsed by younger 
and 
m ore 
televised 
associates. But no m atter. 
Taken as a total, his career 
remains perhaps the most 
rem arkable in news history. 
TO BE SURE, 
Thomas 
certainly is news history. He 
dates to the dinosaur era of 
the 
industry. 
He 
was 
recording 
events 
before 
Walter Cronkite was a seed. 
He was covering war before 
E rnie Pyle was through 
teething. 
He 
preceded 
Gabriel Heatter < “Ah, there’s 
good news tonight” ) and H.V. 
K altenborn. Says a CBS 
executive: 
“ I think we’ve figured that 
Lowell has had some 70- 
billion listeners over the 
years. There was a time in 
America, you know, when 
Lowell not only brought the 
news, he damn well was the 
new's.” 
Being the news, actually, 
was how Thomas got started. 
Raised during the gold rush 
days of Cripple Creek, Colo, 
(“ in an ore house” as he now 
likes to say), Thomas began 
reporting the brawling West 
and ended up reporting the 
brawling world. 
PRESIDENT WILSON, no 
less, asked him to record 
pictoriullv the events of 
World War I. It was during 
that endeavor, one day in 
Jeru salem , 
that 
Thom as 
befriended a short blonde, 
desert loving British soldier 
nam ed 
T. E. Law rence. 
Thomas followed the officer’s 
exploits across the sands of 
one-time Mesopotamia. His 
book, movies and speeches on 
the chap - 
"Lawrence of 
Arabia” — made millions of 
dollars and legions of ad­ 
m irers 
for 
new sm an- 
new'smaker Thomas. 
In a sense, then, as Thomas 
made Lawrence immortal, 
the colonel did the same for 
his reporter. 
As 
Thomas’ 
balloon rose around the 
world, radio decided it could 
profit from his celebrity. 
In September of 1930, CBS 
executive William S. Paley 
invited Thomas into a studio, 
put him behind a microphone 
and asked him to sta rt 
talking. 
"WHAT ABOUT?" Thom­ 
as asked. “Anything,” Paley 
answered. That audition was 
the beginning of the longest 
running network show 
in 
media history. 
‘ ‘ G o o d 
e v e n i n g , 
everybody,” Thomas said, 
even that first night. 
“A 
procession 
of 
G erm an 
Fascists was attacked today 
by Communists in the town of 
U nterberm sgruen—a 
hot 
fight followed in which 29 
Fascists were injured, four 


c ritic a lly .” 
The 
voice, 
resonant then, as now, a bit 
monotone, 
crisp 
and 
believable. The words were 
the first of more than two 
billion in four decades of 
scripts. 
Thomas remembers that 
“most of the country was 
tuned 
in” 
to 
his 
first 
broadcast. But he adds it was 
not for him. “ I always say 
Amos 
’n Andy were 
the 
« reason behind my early radio 
good fortune. They came on 
at seven, you know, and when 
they did all America listened. 
I’d say 95 per cent of the 
nation's radio receivers were 
tuned in for them. Since my 
news began at 6:45 then, and 
since people usually tuned 
their 
radios early, 
I got 
Freeman Gosden and Charles 
C orrell’s 
audience. 
How 
lucky can you get?” 


BUT IT WAS not only luck 
that won Thomas following. It 
was style. To 
this 
day 
Thomas delivers his news in 
the manner of a gentle father. 
He is, at times, when there is 
need, solemn — but he is 
never grim. He reads the 
events of the day, regardless 
of their severity, as he sees 
the events from 
the per­ 
spective 
of 
81 
y ears: 
Everything will turn out 
okay. Even his broadcast. 
At the end of his 10 minutes 
(down from the original 15) 
he bemusedly reports on a bit 
of jolly fluff: The woman, as 
exapmle. who got her pan­ 
tyhose caught in a trolley car. 
“ I’m on the air,” he says, 
“when people are getting 
ready for dinner or 
are 
having dinner or are just 
finishing dinner. I don’t want 
to spoil the digestive system 
of the American people.” 
Neither does Thomas want " 
to start arguments while on 
the air. Thus rarely does he 
editorialize. “When I began 
broadcasting, my sponsor 
was the Literary Digest. It 
was a very good magazine of 
the day and had a format 
where they would always 
give both sides of every 
subject being written about. 
They asked that I do the 
same. They wanted me to 
play it right down the middle, 
which was the natural thing 
for me anyhow.” 
Thomas has not always 
been able to follow his 
middle-ground 
philosophy. 
On his very first broadcast, in 
fact, he belittled a rising 
young German named Adolf 
Hitler: “He has written a 
book called the G erm an 
Fascist Bible. In this the 
belligerent gentleman states 
that a cardinal policy of his 
now powerful German party 
is the conquest of Russia. 
That's a 
tall assignment, 
Adolf. 
You 
ju st 
ask 
Napoleon.” 
In later times, on the air, 
Thomas has also had some 
brisk things to say about the 
Soviet Union. 
< 


THERE ARE 
some who 
feel, 
actually, 
Thom as’ 
impartiality is a synonym for 
conservatism . His critics, 
especially 
his 
younger 
contemporaries, believe the 
broadcaster is a ‘little to the 
right of Atilla the Hun. The 
charge is that Thomas, an 
institution himself, is soft on 


institutions. Thomas has 
personally known every U. S 
president 
since 
Teddy 
Roosevelt and some feel his 
respect for them and his love 
for country come through 
unobjectively clear on the 
air. 


W atergate is a for instance. 
Though an army of newsmen, 
m any 
conservative, 
are 
currently indignant over the 
allegations of wrongdoings in 
the White House, Thomas 
does not publicly rap either 
Nixon, “an old friend,” or 
Watergate itself. 
Says he 
merely: “ We’re living in an 
electronic age. Bugging goes 
on all the time. I’m surprised 
it doesn’t happen more than it 
does.” 


For his part, Thomas does 
not believe it his duty to 
pontificate. Nor does he even 
discuss his politics; he says a 
friend once referred to him as 
“an anarchist,” and lets it go 
at that. 


HOWEVER, 
he is known 
to worry about the prepon­ 
derance 
of 
left-leaning 
political thought in the mass 
m edia. 
He once 
told a 
television interview er the 
industry is about “95 per 
cent” liberal. He says this is 
probably unavoidable “since 
most of us are high strung 
and sensitive people,” but he 
laments the impact on the 
public. “ I remember reading 
a news item about a 105-year- 
old woman who was asked 
how she lived so long. She 
said she did it by not reading 
a newspaper, listening to the 
radio or w atching TV.” 
Thomas says he understands 
her sentiment 


Politics aside, though, the 
case of the 105-year-old gal is 
interesting in that there 
aren’t many people any age 
in the United States who 
haven’t listened to at least 
Lowell Thomas on 
radio. 
Some say that over the years 
his voice has been heard 
more often than any other in 
history. (His broadcasts, a 
summary of several eras, are 
contained in 340 leather- 
bound volumes in Thomas’ 
office.) 


HE WAS 
the first to 
broadcast from a ship, first to 
broadcast from a plane, first 
to explore a mine with a 
microphone. 
A careful, calculating man, 
he has been daring but never 
flamboyant. And it has paid 
off handsomely. Estimates of 
his wealth run as high as $150 
million. 


The walls of his memory 
are decorated with thousands 
of 
accom plishm ents 
(52 
books, two dozen m ajor 
exploration expeditions, a 
dozen 
honorary 
college 
degrees); the grounds of his 
3,000-acre estate in Pawling, 
N.Y, have hosted some of the 
most celebrated men of the 
last half-century. 
Some say he’s over the hill. 
Some 
say 
he’s 
20 years 
behind modern journalism. 
But Lowell Thomas, of the 
ageless pencil m ustache, 
insists he still has miles to go 
and mountains to climb. “My 
goal for what remains of my 
life is to try to convince the 
young people that the world is 
not as bad as they think — (n 
fact, this is a Golden Age for 
them.”

necessity, are expensive. 
TTiey are especially costly, 
and especially difficult, for 
newcomers who challenge in­ 
cumbents. Once we clip the 
wings of political angels, as 
the Senate proposes, some 
alternate plan of campaign 
financing will have to be pro­ 
vided. The present scheme of 
tax checkoffs and tax deduc­ 
tions is feeble and ineffective. 
Roosevelt’s forthright pro­ 
posal of 1907 could dispel the 
clouds that now shadow 
public confidence in public 
institutions. 


THIS IS THE 
important 
thing. The walloping contri­ 
bution from the milk produ­ 
cers to the Nixon campaign 
may have been utterly un­ 
tainted by any thought of a 
idei 
bribe; but under the circum­ 
stances, it smacked of cor­ 
ruption. The $100 bills that 
came from Robert Vesco 
may have been prompted by 
motives 
of Snow 
White 
purity; but the charge is 
widely believed that the case 
bought access to high [daces. 
George Spater, chairman of 
the board of American Air­ 
lines, has explained why a 
large part of the political 
money given by the business 
community is given: “It is 
given in fear of what could 
happen if it were not given.” 


THIS PATTERN has to be 
broken. Granted, the drafting 
of a workable law on public 
financing will not be easy. 
This whole business of elec­ 
tion reform, as last week’s 
debate in the Senate made 
clear, is in part a choice of 
lesser evils as better than 
greater evils. 
The suspicious thought will 
not go away that some mem­ 
bers, in the pious name of 
election reform, are in fact 
taking a leaf from the famous 
textbook in political science 
by Prof. John Wesley Dean, 
“maximizing our incum ­ 
bency, or, how to screw our 
opponents.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The Senate, seeking ways to 
ease the nation’s fuel shor­ 
tage, has voted to require 
President Nixon to order a 
m andatory 
allocation 
of 
surplus fuels. 
The m easure would direct 
Nixon 
to 
establish 
the 
program within IO days. It 
also would give him sweeping 
powers to set gasoline and 
fuel oil prices. 
T he sponsor, Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., said the 
legislation was needed so the 
United States wouldn’t be 
caught short with this fall’s 
high seasonal demands for 
harvesting and heating fuels.

C ongress’ 
last hope for 
saving independent oil and 
gasoline distributors. 
jThe 
Senate 
adopted 
Jackson’s proposal 79 to 9 
Wednesday in the form of an 
amendment to a non-related 
bfii, , one 
establishing 
guidelines for the labeling of 
copies of coins. 
The am endm ent would 
djrect the President to draw 
up fuel allocation regulations 
taking into account public 


health, national defense, 
m aintenance of essential 
farm 
operations, 
and 
equitable shares of oil to 
independent distributors. 
The President would be 
given authority to set prices 
at which gasoline, heating oil 
and other petroleum products 
could be sold. The program 
would run until March 1,1975. 
Jackson said there is a good 
chance the House will accept 
the package after it clears the 
Senate today. That way it 
would reach the President’s 
desk shortly after Congress 
recesses Friday for a month. 
Nixon 
already 
has 
authority lo implement a 
m a n d a to ry 
a llo c a tio n 
program. But sponsors of the 
Senate proposal protested 
that he hasn’t used it, relying 
on voluntary allocation in­ 
stead. The Jackson amend­ 
ment would give him no 
choice. 
As both House and Senate 
sought to wind up their work 
for the start of the month-long 
recess, 
the Senate 
also 
planned 
votes

on 
raising the minimum wage 
and a medicalservices bill 
vetoed by Nixon Wednesday.

lege, he said “we must give 
students a saleable product 
when they leave school.” 
Voters in the West Branch 
School District rejected the 
4.7 mill levy by about a 2-1 
margin in the election last 
May. The issue only carried 
in the tiny East Alliance pre­ 
cinct then. 
SUPT. JOHN KARLIS of 
Columbiana said passage of 
the district’s 3.3 mill operat­ 
ing levy will allow the Board 
of Education to grant teach­ 
ers needed salary increases, 
replace old equipment, and 
buy important audio-visual 
materials. 
“ It is getting difficult to 
employ our choice of teach­ 
ers,” he remarked, saying 
C olum biana’s 
beginning 
salary of $6,500 a year is the 
second lowest in the county, 
He said passage of the levy 
would allow the board to 
grant teachers and other em ­ 
ployes 5 per cent raises. 
K arlis em phasized that 
over half of the $88,000 that 
would be raised by the new 
levy would go for new pro­ 
gram s, equipment such as 
tapes and tape recorders, and 
repairs. He said the board 
also wants to em ploy a 
physical education instructor 
at Dixon School and a reading 
specialist for the South Side 
Middle School, and replace 
one school bus. 
The superintendent said if 
the levy is approved it will 
raise Columbiana’s millage 
to 28.3, “equal to most schools 
in the county.” The levy 
failed in the May election 
when there was a small voter 
turnout. 
“ We can’t continue to run a 
quality school program at 
this rate,” Supt. Karlis con­ 
cluded. 
RAISING 
TEACHERS’ 
salaries above the present 
$6,600 level also is a goal of 
the Lisbon Board of Educa­ 
tion as it seeks passage of a 
new 3 mill operating levy in 
November, 
according 
to 
Supt. Joe Driscoll. 
“Our teachers’ salaries are 
lower than most of those in 
the county,” he said. He 
added that Lisbon’s present 
millage of 24.6 mills is now 


third from the bottom in the 
county. 
Supt. Driscoll said the $43,- 
000 from the new levy would 
be used for textbooks and 
supplies as well as the sala­ 
ries. He said the price of text­ 
books used “has nearly dou­ 
bled in the last five years,” 
while the price of paper and 
heating oil also has skyrock­ 
eted. 
“ We need this money very 
bad,” Supt. Driscoll said. 
“ People thought the state in­ 
come tax was the answer to 
all school funding problems— 
but it isn’t the answer.” 
WESTERN 
RESERVE 
Schools Supt. C. Lawrence 
Grist is “fairly confident” his 
system ’s 3.3 mill renewal 
levy will pass in November, 
as the districthas never had a 
renewal levy turned down. 
The levy before the voters 
was originally approved in 
1963. 
“ I think the people of this 
district will continue to sup­ 
port the schools,” Grist com­ 
mented. He added that if the 
renewal levy isn’t approved it 
would necessitate some dras­ 
tic cuts “and we would have 
to put it back on the ballot as 
soon as possible.” 
The levy brings in about 
$35,000 a year to maintain 
present programs for the dis­ 
trict’s 1,000 students at three 
schools. Western Reserve’s 
present millage is 30.6 mills 
for operating purposes and 
11.2 mills for bonds in pay­ 
ment for buildings.

Seat Belt Laws

WASHINGTON (A P ) — 
The 
nation’s 
three 
major 
automakers have endorsed 
laws requiring motorists to 
fasten their seat belts or face 
fines. 
Ford and C hrysler en­ 
dorsed 
the 
m andatory 
“ buckle-up” laws Wednesday 
as 
more 
effective 
than 
government 
proposals 
to 
drop seat belts in cars in fa­ 
vor of automatically operated 
’ crash protection devices. The 
best known such device is the 
air bag. 
General Motors, which has 
initiated an advertising cam­ 
paign on behalf of the seat 
belt laws, announced it will 
proceed with its delayed 
plans to introduce air bags as 
an option for the second half 
of the 1974. 
GM's 
plans 
had 
been 
delayed by a court battle over 
specifications for a 
test 
dummy. The bags costing 
$200 
each 
now 
w ill 
be 
available on Cadillacs. Buick 
K lectras. H ivieras. Olds- 
mobile 98s and Toronados. 
At the same time. GM has 
asked that the current Aug 
15. 1975. date lor mandatory 
a ir 
bag 
installation 
be 
delayed until researchers can 
compare various restraints. 
Officials of the National 
Highway 
T ransportation 
Safety Administration said at 
a Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee hearing, at which the 
automaker also testified, that 
the agency is actively lob­ 
bying in the states that are 
considering mandatory seat 
belt laws. 
Spurred by a report of a 20 
* per cent reduction in traffic 


fatalities in Australia after 
mandatory buckle-up 
laws 
went into effect, advocates in 
this country have introduced 
s im ila r legislation 
in 
21 
states. The proposed fines 
range from $15 to $25. No 
state has passed such a law. 
Sidney L. Terry, vice presi­ 
dent of safety relations for 
C hrysler. 
said. 
“ The 
Australian ' experience 
has 
lead Chrysler to the con­ 
clusion that the most 
ef 
lective measures that can be 
taken 
to 
reduce 
tra ffic 
fatalities are those which 
promote 
belt 
usage, 
par­ 
ticularly the enactment of 
mandatory usage laws.” 
T erry 
noted 
that 
cars 
coming off the assembly lines 
after Aug 15 w ill be equipped 
with devices to prevent the 
cars from starting unless the 
front seat belts are buckled.

The following is a statement made by Curtis H. Vaughan on behalf of 
the Trustees of Northern Columbiana County Community Hospital 
Association, to clarify the Hospital's position regarding the work stop­ 
page or strike at both units of the hospital by service and maintenance 
workers. 
I have been a member of the board for about 10 years and have served 
. on various committees. Currently, I am vice chairman, a member of the 
executive committee, and chairman of the personnel committee. In these 
capacities, I have been very close to the matters that have taken place in 
regards to labor and the labor policies of the Hospital for the past several 
years and specifically for the past several months. 


It is hoped that this statement of Hospital position will serve to answer 
many questions and to correct the record of the many inaccuracies, half- 
truths, untruths, and exaggerations that have been circulated. 


Early in 1973, it came to the attention of the Hospital Administration 
and the Executive Committee of the Board, that non-employes were 
carrying out union organization activities inside the hospital and were 
interfering with the performance of employes' duties. On specific request 
of the Hospital, the non-employes ceased their activities inside the 
buildings, but became active in the parking lots and at the entrances. 


The administration recognizes and acknowledges that a number of the 
service and maintenance employes did sign application cards for 
membership in Local 627 of the Service and Maintenance International 
Union. At the same time, a large number of employes came, on their own 
free will, to the administrator and to department heads to express their 
opposition to these union activities and to advise that wild promises and 
threats were being made and that they were being coerced by these 
outside organizers as well as some employes. Many of the employes were 
upset by these activities and expressed this freely to the administrator. 


On April 30, 1973, the Hospital received a letter dated April 25, 1973, 
from Kenneth Lewis, president of Local 627, Service and Maintenance 
International Union. This letter stated that the employes of the hospital 
had requested this Local 627 to represent them as bargaining agent. This 
letter also falsely accused the hospital of illegal actions in regard to 
meetings with employes and referred to court actions that had taken 
place in Mahoning County. On the strength of the employe reaction ad­ 
verse to the union as mentioned above, the administrator was instructed 
by the Personnel Committee and the Executive Committee of.the Board 
to ignore this request for union recognition. 


On June 1, 1973? another letter, dated M ay 31, 1973, was received from 
Mr. Lewis as president of Local 627. This letter again demanded 
recognition of the Local and threatened strike action. The letter'a Iso 
advised that unless we complied, we had five days to phase out the 
Hospital's patients in preparation for a strike. Since we were convinced 
that the Local did not in fact represent the desire of the employes, and 
since so many employes had expressed their desire to uphold their 
commitment to patient service, the Hospital also took no action on this 
letter. 
On June 11, the administrator was advised by Mr. Lewis'office that Mr. 
Lewis would be in Salem to talk to Mr. Rice that day. We did therefore 
arrange to have Mr. Lewis meet with Mr. Rice and the Hospital's at­ 
torney, George Bowman, that afternoon at 3:00 p.m. However, neither 
Mr. Lewis nor any representative of the Local 627 showed up. 


On June 12, Mr. Lewis did come to the Hospital for a meeting, and this 
meeting was accorded him with Mr. Rice and Attorney Bowman at Mr. 
Bowman's office. 
At this June 12th meeting, it was stated by Mr. Rice and Mr. Bowman 
that they were there to listen to whatever proposition the Local had to 
make. Mr. Lewis again repeated the Local's demand for recognition as 
bargaining agent, and then proceeded to outline all of the alternatives to 
that recognition. The only thing that was agreed at that meeting was that 
Mr. Rice would give a formal answer to Local 627 within ten days. 


Following this June 12 meeting, an informal meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Hospital Trustees was held for a full and 
complete discussion of the matter. It was on the unanimous suggestion of 
this informal meeting that Mr. Rice did as agreed make a formal reply to 
Mr. Lewis' written demands. 
Under date of June 20, 1973, Mr. Rice wrote to Mr. Lewis of Local 627 
formally rejecting their demand for recognition of Local 627 as 
bargaining agent for the Hospital's service and maintenance employes. 


It is to be noted that up to this time, the only request that had been made 
was for recognition of Local 627 as bargaining agent for the Hospital 
employes. At no time prior to June 20, had the Union requested a 
bargaining election, and thus, there had been no refusal of an election. 


However, on the same day that the strike was called, June 28, the 
Hospital received Mr. Lewis' letter dated June 25 in which he stated, "We 
are sorry that you have chosen to ignore our request for a Collective 
Bargaining Election 
." The Hospital did not ignore such a request 
because NO such request had been made. In fact, the letter of May 31, 
which was being answered by ours of June 20, not only demanded 
recognition, but did threaten strike and set a five day period for us to 
phase out all patients. 
Before the Hospital had any chance to reply to this letter received on 
June 28, a group of employes held a meeting and decided on a vote of 58 
"y e s" to 5 "n o " to call a strike which was started at 11 p.m. on that same 
day. (The 58-5 vote is as reported in The Salem News of June 29.) Thus, it 
was a mere 58 workers that decided that a unit of 400 workers should 
strike. Also, it was only 63 workers that met on June 28 to represent the 
300 claimed by Mr. Lewis as requesting representation. 
On the morning of June 29 at their monthly meeting, the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trustees completely reviewed the matter and 
unanimously decided to continue to operate using the many outside 


volunteers and the voluntary overtime work of employes and supervisory 
personnel. This judgment was based on many things including the 
following: 
a. Our commitment to the community and their personal dedication 
to provide and maintain the best possible hospital facilities and health 
care for all people of the community. 
b. We must provide this superior care at as reasonable cost as 
possible to the patient. 
c. We must, and will, maintain reasonable rates of pay and 
reasonable working conditions. (Not in line with the exorbitant promises 
of the union organizers, nor as high as some large hospitals in large cities, 
BUT better than most comparable hospitals.) 
d. An updating and revision of the hospital's work rules policies had 
been under study for over six months and were actually ready for 
distribution for approval and-or comment. These, of course, had to be 
withheld pending the outcome of the walkout or strike. 
This Committee action is stated in the following exact quotation from 
the minutes of their meeting of June 29: 
"The Employe Relations Committee was then asked to report, and 
copies of correspondence with the Service and Maintenance International 
Union were submitted for information. These letters are attached to these 
minutes. While this discussion was going on, there were pickets 
established at the entrances of both Units by service and maintenance 
personnel. It was felt that we should clarify the status of this situation. It 
was stated that it was a walkout. It was felt that we should continue to 
maintain a normal service. It was felt that a letter should be sent to all 
employes not reporting for duty telling them that if they did not report to 
work by an established date, they would be replaced, and terminations 
should be implemented, and to commend the people that were reporting 
to work. It was also felt that our position remained the same jndicated in 
our letter to Mr. Lewis dated June 20. Motion passed and approved." 
Following these directions, Mr. Rice did everything possible to 
maintain normal patient service and did prepare the following letter 
which was sent to all employes of the Hospital on Saturday, June 30. 
"The Hospital Administration wishes to thank all of those employes 
who have manned their regular and extra shifts for their cooperation and 
extra efforts during this unusual period of work stoppage. We also must 
advise all of those employes who have taken part in the work stoppage (or 
have failed to report because of picketing) that other permanent 
arrangements will be made to cover their duties, unless they report for 
their first regularly assigned work shift following 7 a.m. on July 5, 1973." 


Our analysis on June 30 was that between 120 and 135 workers had 
voluntarily or otherwise failed to report for their scheduled duty. It 
finally turned out that there were 128 that failed to report, of which 26 
responded to the Hospital's letter of June 30 and did return to work. 


Immediately upon the start of this walkout or strike, the many em­ 
ployes, who remained faithful to their jobs, started to receive threatening 
phone calls, to get verbal abuse and threats at the picket lines, and to 
receive pressures of all kinds to join the walkout. While very little can be 
documented as directly chargeable to the union activity, it remains more 
than coincident that these hundreds or even thousands of threats were all 
the idea of local people. These threats included damage to cars, damage 
to residence, personal injury, injury to family and specifically to minor 
children, and general interference with normal living. While some things 
did happen to employes' property, there is no evidence to connect them to 
the strikers, even though the coincidence seems strong. 
It also seems more than coincidence that an unusual number of roofing 
nails and jagged scrap metal have been found in employe parking areas. 
We believe that the action of the Hospital has been justified on the basis 
that 
1. We must maintain highest quality health care services. 
2. We must maintain continuous service to the community. 
3. We continually improve our facilities. 
4. We had only a request for recognition of Local 627, never a request 
for an election. 
5. When the Union held their own vote, 58 people decided for 400. 
6. When the walkout was called, only 128 responded of which several 
remained off duty only because of threats that had been made. 
7. There were 26 of the 128 returned to their jobs following the 
Hospital's letter of June 30. 
8. While there were some areas in which work rules could be im­ 
proved and grievance procedures established, this matter was and had 
been under study and when completed would have been submitted to the 
employes. 
9. Everything was being done about wages and side benefits that 
could be done under the Federal Phase 3 Wage and Price Control. 
10. Any problems could be solved without the employes each paying 
$72.00 per year to an out-of-town union organization. 
11. The Hospital was specifically exempt by congressional action 
from the National Labor Relations Act, and thus not under the 
jurisdiction of the National Labor Relations Board because of the unique 
and important role of the "not-for-profit" hospital. 


During the past month, the Union has attempted to influence the 
community by every possible means to favor the union position including 
threats to business people and merchants and the picketing of business 
places operated by members of the Hospital Board of Trustees. 
During the past month, it has been quite evident that the employe who 
remained on duty wanted some means to insure that this type situation 
could not recur. It is with this in mind that these employes are now 
voluntarily forming a representative steering committee to make a study 
which hopefully will then make recommendations to the employes and to 
the Hospital Administration and its Board of Trustees. 


The above statement represents my personal views on this whole matter as well as the views 


of the Executive Committee, and I believe, most of the inembers of the Board of Trustees.

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U.S. Analysts Give Poor 
Marks to Cambodia Army 


W A SH IN G TO N 
( A P ) - 
Two 
weeks 
before 
U S 
bombing support of Cam 
bodia ends, U S. m ilitary 
analysts give low marks to 
the Cambodian army and 
offer little hope it will im­ 
prove. 
Much 
of 
their 
blunt 
criticism is aimed at Cam­ 
bodian army staff and field 
officers, w'hom they accuse of 
corruption, 
bad 
tactical 
planning, mismanagement of 
resources and lackluster 
leadership in battle. 
Reports 
reaching 
the 
Pentagon 
tell of the 
US.- 
equipped Cambodian army 
starting 
out 
on 
m ulti­ 
battalion operations, only to 
be stopped by smaller forces 
of Communist-led insurgents 
despite heavy fire support 
from US.bombers and fighter 
bombers. 
Among other things, the 
United States has been speed­ 
ing powerful new* howitzers to 
the Cambodians 
but 
the 
analysts say it is questionable 
whether these guns will do 
much good in the hands of 
Cambodian 
artillerym en, 
whose fire recently has been 
rated ineffective. 
One appraisal circulated in 
the Pentagon referred to the 
deteriorating morale of the 
Cambodian troop. 
“ Prospects of early im­ 
provement of the Cambodian 
army are poor.” this ap­ 
praisal said. 
Nearly a month ago. Secre­ 
tary of Defense James R. 
Schlesinger said that “ the 
knotty question is whether 
the (Lon Nol) regime, during 
the course of the next 40 days, 
will 
begin to develop the 
kinds of strength and internal 
discipline that will permit it 
... to bring (its materiel) 


advantages to bear” against 
the insurgents.” 
Pentagon maps reflecting 
the deteriorating Cambodian 
situation show about 75 per 
cent of Cambodia under in­ 
surgent and North 
Viet­ 
namese control. The only 
areas left to the government, 
according 
to 
these 
maps, 
comprise 
a 
shrinking 
perimeter around Phnom 
Penh, a corridor to the port of 


Kompong Som. on the Gulf of 
Siam, and another corridor to 
the rice-growing area in 
western Cambodia. 
Major Cambodian setbacks 
occurred despite hundreds of 
US. war plane sorties a day. 
US. analysts say the tiny 
Cambodian air force is in bet­ 
ter shape than the army, but 
is 
extremely 
limited 
and 
unable to offset the loss of US. 
air support after Aug. 15. 
Schlesinger said last week, 
that, on strictly m ilita ry1 
grounds, the halting of US. 
bombing of insurgent forces 
in Cambodia is “ ill advised.
